Praiſes of him, and is einployed . in any re- 
ligious 4 Synagogues among the Jem, 
in which the Prayers of that People were 
offered up to God, and the Divine Law:

pend often upon Little things, as Affiſtances

erciſes, I do not here ſay that Splendor 


and Magnificence and rich Furniture are

e firſt and beſt Chriſtians, the 


iments to them in Religious Ex-. 
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mean i that Conveniency and Deceney 
in the Seructure of all Churches whatſoever, 
and a few modeſt Ornaments in the Furni- 
ture of them, beſt ſhew to the World, and 
raiſe in our own Breaſts, a great Veneration 
for Places made ſacred by the peculiar Pre- 
ſence of God. And ſurely Men betray too 
great a Neglect of Religion, when they can 
acquieſce in ſuch a ſlovenly or ruinous State 
of the Houſe of God, as would ſeem intole- 
rable to them in their own Private Houſes. 
How much deeper Senſe of Devotion had 
the primitive Chriſtians*, when they a- 
dorned their Oratories, and .made. them 
Splendid, even in the midſt of Perſecution! 
And how much better did David refle 

on this Matter, when he ſaid, + See, nom 1 
awell in an Houſe, but the Ark of God awelleth 
within Curtains! And from ſo Unworthy a 
thing, fo great an Inconſiſtency, he imme- 
diately came to a Reſolution to build an 
Houſe to the Honour of God, the Executi- 
on of which, by the divine Command, was 
deferr'd till the more peaceable Reign of 
his Succeſſor. And tho” it may be. ſaid, 
that Conveniency and Decency are all that 
is neceſſary for Common Churches, yet 
from the Example of Solomon it may fairly

be inferred; that ſome: degree of Magnifi- 
cence, and Decoration is well. ſuited to a 
Mother - Church, like that of Jeraſalem. 
And to come home to the Caſe of Chriſti- 
ans, the magnificent Churches built in. the 
Reign. of. Conſtantive are a juſt Pattern for 
our Imitation, where ike Circumſtances 
concur, and we are favoured with Oppar- 
tunities,of e on the united Devotion 
of large Bodies of Men with a becoming 
Solemnity. Here indeed we ought to ſteer 
in a middle Courſe between the; Extreams 
of a boundleſs Superſtition and a profane 
Indecency. Becauſe the Church of Rowe 
has gone too far in Point of Ornament of 
Churches, and placed ſo profuſe a Shew of 
dead Wealth in them, ſurely we who call 
ourſelves Reformed Chriſtians ought not. to 
retrench ſo much of Decoration, as to diſ- 
cover an Indifference, if not an Irreverence, 
for Sacred Places, and much leſs to ſuffer 
the ſmall Remains of Ancient Piety to ſink 
into Heaps of Ruines. But leſt ſome Perſons 
ſhould pretend there is a real Diſparity in 
the Caſe, and that all ſuch Reſpect of 
Churches as is here pleaded for is a Levi- 
tical Thing, I proceed to ſhew in the 


3d place, That the Sanctuary of God 

oughit no leſs to be Reverenced under 
the Chriſtian Diſpenſation than it was 
under that of the Jews. That 


n 
That Place is à neceſſary Cireurmſtanev 
of divine Worſhip, under all Forms of Re- 
ligion, is very evident, ſince other iſe there 
can be no Aſſemblies for Religious Purpo- 
ſes. This too muſt be ſuited: to the Num- 
ber and Exigencies of the Worſhippers, All 
this muſt readily be granted; but perhaps 
it may be doubted whether the Reaſons 
before aſſigned for the Reverence of ſacred 
Places hold ſo ſtrongly among Chriſtian as 
Jewiſh Worſhippers. It is true the divine 
Prefence is not manifeſted among us Chri- 
ſtians by a Cloud of Glory, or any outward 
Signal, as it was among the Jens. But

God is equally preſent in our Churches, 
tho? in a more ſpiritual manner; ſince he 
in whom awelleth all the Fuineſs of the God- 
head bodily was not only preſent in the Aſ- 
ſemblies of the Faithful during the Apoſto- 
lical Age, but has aſſured us that he will be 
always with his Church, to hear and help 
them, to the End of the World; and that 
whatſoever ſhall be asked in his Name, he will 
do 11. As certainly then as Chriſt made 
theſe Promiſes, God is eſpecially:preſent in 
Chriſtian Churches. And ſurely it needs 
no Proof that Churches are now: as much 
dedicated to the Honour and Service of 
God as the Jewiſh Temple was. And there- 
fore as they are His, they ought to be treat- 
ed with the ſame degree of Reverence as 


„ 
among, the Fews ; ſincr this Reverence' is 
founded in the Nature of Things, and does 
not vary noni any way affe ed byithe 
other ¶ Differences t the. Chriſt ian and 
Diſpenfatjons. St. Pauls Argument 
holds good here, that as Chriftians ate red 
deemed both in Body and Soul they ought 
to glorify God as well With — 
as their Soul. Indeed the Soul of itſelf 
not the Whole or entite Man; but ag r 
make the Man: perfect and compleat the 
Body muſt contribute ad à neceſſary Party 
ſo muſt the out ward Reveremce of the Bo. 
= be added to the inward Devoriof ef 
ip o the entire Man 11 
Neither does the Spiritual. Nature bf ehe 
Chriſtian Worſhip interfere at all with\this 
outward Reuerence; fince'the Argument 
drawn from the Nature of Spiritual Wer- 
ſhip, if puſbd too far, would hold as ſtrong 
ly againſt the building any Churches ati 
as againſt the fore- mentioned Reverence

included in any particular Pla — 
hinders but that he may virtuallyrand e 
ſectually be more proſent in ſome than in 
ether Places. And conſequently this is a 
Reaſon of no force at all, ſince it equally 
holds againſt: Jewiſh Temples as well as 
Chriftian Churches, and therefore againſt 
all Reverence to ſacred Places under any 
Diſpenſation. Nay, it would follout from 
hence, that God is not peculiarly preſent in 
any Place, nor reſides in the higheſt Heaven, 
and exhibits himſelf there in an eſpecial 
manner, as the Scriptures aſſure us he does.

with all Religion, cannot hold more; againſt 
a juſt Reverence of Chriſtian than of Jemiſb 
Holy Places. So that upon the Whole, the 
Precept of, Reverence my Sanctum, tho gi- 
ven immediately to the Jews; is equally. o- 
bligatory to us Chriſtiaus, agreeably to the 
Explication that has now been given of it.

nour. Hence Sacrilege, or the:Robbery'of 
Temples, has been ſtigmatized as a moſt 
deteſtable Crime in alt Ages and Nations: 
af the World. And hence Prieſts, or Per.” 
ſons. immediately {cr apart and conſeeratect 
for the Worſhip! and Service of God, have” 
in all civilized Countries been treated wittt 
a due Regau and Deference.” And 6“ 
thing has been a more certain Symptom of 
the Prevalence of Atheiſm and Immorality; 
than a profane Contempt and ill Uſage of 
thoſe that bear ſo near a: Relation to God, 
and are the profeſſed Guardians of Religion! 

And if this Matter has been ef too 
high in very ignorant, and therefore ſuper- 
ſtitious Nations, it is certain it ins Hal 
too low in ſome Countries of greater 
Knowledge, and which therefore ought to 
regollect more ferioully-than is done by 
Some among us, that the Miniſters and 
Embaſſadors of God, who offer up the 
Prayers and "Praiſes of the Church of 
Chriſt, and who urge Men in "Chriſt's

Steatl to be reconciled to God, and'embracg 
the Conditions of being happy both here 
and hereaftet as propoſed by the Goſpel; 
deſerve to be more highly eſtecmed in Love 
for their Words ſake, and inſtead of being 
treated with Diſreſpect, if not with inju- 
rious Uſage, may juſtly claim a peculiar 
Regard as they ſtand related to God; and 
ought therefore to he accounted worthy of doa· 
ble Honour, and more eſpecially they, that 
labour in the Mord and Dottrine, and” adorn” 
them by their own bright Examples. And: 
accordingly the Robbery of their Tithes and 
Offerings is aſſerted by God to be a Rob. 
bery of Himſelf, and therefore is attended 
with the Curſe of God, as being ſet apart 
and. dedicated to the Maintenance of thoſe 
that perform divine Service; and in which: 
they have as legal a Property as other Per- 
ſons have to their Eſtates, over and above 
the Dedication of them to ſacred U ſes⸗ 
And I hope it will not be faid that this 


. was a merely Levitical Obligation, ſince it 
} is ſo very evident that a juſt and becoming 
5 Maintenance of God's Miniſters is perpe- 
4 tually obligatory, as founded in the Rela- 


tion they bear to God, and the Neceſſity 
ot ſupporting the Honour of their Chara- 
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er; and likewiſe as the" Lord" has ex- 
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preſſy ordained, that they who preach the G 
ſhould live of the Gul. 
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The ſecond Inference is, That if the 


Sanctuary of God, and eva thing belong- 
ing to it, is to be reverenced on account of 
their relative Holineſs, all good and holy 
Chriſtians have a juſt Title to our Reſpect 
and Reverence. For their pure Souls and 
Bodies are the more ſuitable Temples of 
the Spirit of Holineſs, and are therefore to 
be preferred to the moſt fplendid and mag- 
nificent Structures of Wood and Stone. 
They are dedicated to God; he vouchſafes 
to dwell in them. And indeed theſe living 


Temples have a more intimate Relation td - 


God, and are more eminently his Sanctua- 
ries, than any outward ones; ſince the 

are endued not only with a relative hut an 
inherent Holineſs. - * What, know ye not, 
ſays the Apoſtle, that your Body is the Tem- 
ple of the Holy Ghoſt, mhich is in your And 
much more ſo is the pure and holy Sou. 
of a Chriſtian, that is capable of entertain - 
ing the bleſſed Spirit with a Quality agree- 
able to his own divine Perfection. And 


thus are we exhorted to + glorify God in our 
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{ 1 Cor, ix. 14. * x Cor. vi. 19. + Bid. 20. 
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Body and in our Spirit, ſince h0th are. Good; 
not only his Propriety, but his aramediate 
Reſidence and moſt grateful Sanctuary. 


And ſurely if it be granted that good 
Chriſtjans are the Temples of God, as ſuch 
they challenge ſome: Reſpect and Honour; 
=> to treat them with Contempt and in- 
jurious Uſage (as is too often the Caſe} is a

God; and the Deſpiſers of thoſe that are good 
are. profane Deſpiſers of the; Goodnefs of 
God, in which moſt amiable Attribute his 
Saints ſo much reſemble him; and theres 
fore ſuch Perſons mult expect a proportio- 
nable Vengeance from him when he cores

And as we ought to reverence Other 
good Chriſtians, conſidered as the Sanct aa. 
ries of God, ſo ſhould we pay a juſt Reve- 
rence to Ourſelves in the fame 'Capacity. 
As Temples of God, we are dedicated to 
him both in Body and Soul; and therefote 
it is highly incumbent on us to conſider 
ourſelves as conſecrated to his Service, and 
as ſuch to do nothing unworthy of ſo facreil 
a Relation to God as every Chriſtian bears, 
but to avoid all Impurities both of Body 
and Soul that pollute theſe living Temples, 
and drive away their glorious Inhabitant.

very copiouſiy inſiſted on hy St. Paul ; lays

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, The third and laſt Inference is, That if 
the Sanctuary of God is to be reverenced, tha 
greateſt Honour and Reverence poſſible 
are due to the bleſſed Jeſas, conſidered as 
he is the peculiar Sanctuary of the ſupreme 
God. If material Temples have a relative 
Holineſs, if all good Chriſt ians partake of 
the Divine Nature, and have an inherent 
Sanctity; and if accordingly both of them 
are ſacred; and worthy to be treated with 
Reverence; in how much a more exalted 
Senſe is the holy Jeſus, in whom the Deity 
reſides by an intimate Union, to be ho- 
noured, reverenced, and worſhipped.)

Human Nature, and not ſuch a per- 
fe& Union as conſtitutes one Perſon in 
Chriſt, as the Union of Soul and Body does 
one nadivided Perſon in Man, we Chri- 
ſtians ſhould be guilty of groſs Idalatry in 
worſhipping the Man Chriſt 22 But we 
have not ſo learned Chriſt, as with the 
ancient Neſtorians to ſeparate- his Divinity 
from his Human Nature, or. with ſome 
modern Writers etthier to deny all proper 
divine Worthip to be due to him, or to 
render it ſuperfluous, or indifferent whether 
It be paid him or not. For we that ſincere- 
iy embrace the ancient Catholick Faith, 
are taught not only to worſhip and honour 
him as GOD bleſſed for evermore, but 

hkewiſe as that God reſides in a Taber- 
nacle of Human Fleſh, and makes 
Perſon with it, the bleiled Jeſas. => 
may we ever perſevere in this primitive 
Faith and Worſhip, and aſcribe all Honour
